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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant states that the method claims satisfy to 
101 rejection. The Examiner respectfully submits that in order to satisfy 101 rejection, the specification should describe the steps of 
making the device in order the method of manufacturing can be realized. Applicant states that "there is nothing in the law which requires 
that the same word be used in the claims and the specification". This is true, however, the language still should be consistent throughout 
the claims and specification. Please note, not all steps of reducing are resulting from crimping, and the steps of crimping do not always 
cause the reduction in cross-section. 

With respect to 1 12 rejection: applicant stays that the step of reducing is described in the specification. The examiner's position is that the 
step described in the specification is a step of crimping and these two steps are not known to be always equivalent steps in the art. 
Applicant argument with respect to 1 12 to "coating" is not persuasive since, it appears, that no steps of "coating" has been described. 

With respect to 103 rejection: Applicant states that manske does not teach "crimping the sensor body". This argument is not persuasive 
because Manske discloses a sensor body and a sensor wall 50, the sensor wall is crimped, thus the sensor body also crimped resulting in 
reducing the sensor body orifice (Fig. 8). ^ 
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
